A New Way To Pay Old Debts. 
Washington Correspondence, Baltimore Sud. 
A proposition has recently been made 
that the national debt can now be paid off 
by the imposition of ao annual tax ot $20 
on “generals,” $10 on “colonels,” and $5 
on “majors.” There is no doubt of this. 
The enormous reyenue that would accrue 
from such a source would in a very short 
time wipe out the entire debt.

it could be applied to the settlement of the 
labor problem, as the fund would be suffic­ 
ient to make a handsome distribution 
per capita for the whole country.
